Don’t delay, spaces are limited
and fill quickly!

124 NORTH MAPLE STREET.

GRADES: Don’t miss out on all the fun! Camp is for children entering
grades 1 through 8 in September 2023. Participants

will be broken up into groups based on age. Camp activities
will be different for each group allowing for more age
appropriate likes and interests.

DATES: The program operates from Monday, June 26th through

Friday August 11th. No camp on July 4th.

EXTENDED DAY PROGRAM

A great option for parents who work, TONS-O-FUN
Camp offers a fun and safe Extended Day program
from 7:30-8:30AM and 3:30-5:30PM for an
additional fee. Extended Day includes supervised
and partially structured activities, including arts and
crafts, games and sports.

One fee gives participants access to both morning
and afternoon extended care. Parents can flex use
of the program daily based on their needs. Come
early, stay late or do both. It's up to you!
Participants must be registered in advance by the
week to participate. Please note that there will be a
minimum number of campers required for each
session to run extended camp hours.

It is highly recommended that parents pack an
extra snack and drink for children who participate
in the Extended Day program.

All arrival and dismissal policies apply to the
Extended Care program. Parents must sign in and
sign out participants with photo ID and must be
listed on the pick-up authorization section of the
registration form.

PLEASE NOTE: You can only reqister your child
for extended day if they are reqistered for camp. If
your child is on a waiting list for camp, please do
not register them for extended day.
